Several weeks

the question 
was raised regarding

possible 
souring effect of plowing under green 
soybeans or cowpeas 
in 
preparing 
land for succeeding crops. 
It 
has 
been the contention of a number of 
our good farmers that the 
practice 
tended to sour ground and was there­ 
fore injurious. 
The writer takes this occasion to 
throw a little more light on the sub­ 
ject in the hope that a definite con­ 
clusion can be reached in the course 
of further discussion. 
According to Ide P. Trotter, Soils 
and Crops Extension Specialist, Mis­ 
souri College 
of 
Agriculture, 
the 
following quotation taken from a re­ 
cent letter explains his position 
in 
the matter. 
“It is necessary for 
a 
period of two week9 or more to elapse 
between the time a green cover crop 
is turned under and the time when 
the soluble nitrate supply is available 
for the following crop. 
During 
the 
process 
of decomposition, 
soil bac­ 
teria use all of the available nitro­ 
gen and do not release it as nitrate 
until the decomposition is fairly com­ 
plete. The delayed action in furnish­ 
ing plant food to 
succeeding crops 
makes it appear that injurious action 
upon the soil has resulted from plow­ 
ing under green material”. 
The Mississippi Agricultural 
Ex­ 
periment Station reports in bulletin 
No. 227 that every ton of soybean hay 
adds approximately 50 pounds of ni­ 
trogen to the soil and that theoreti­ 
cally a two-ton crop of soybeans 
turned under is worth more than 1,- 
000 pounds of nitrate of soda. Where 
soybeans were planted in cflrn 
and 
the crop pastured off with the resi­ 
due plowed under, the 
increase 
in 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
the 
following year was 732 or 48.8 
cent above the yield 
of cotton 
ground which was in corn alone 
preceeding year. 
The 
Mississippi 
Station says further that the effect 
of a good soybean crop plowed under 
w'ill last from 3 to 5 years. 
More will be said on the question 
of plowing under soybean or cowpeas 
in later issues of this paper.

Agent Teal herewith presents verba­ 
tim extracts of information received

“Our farmers here nearly all drill the 
mammoth soybean with corn. 
They 
use two-row corn planters with both 
bean and corn hoppers. 
The planter 
is so regulated that it drops a grain 
of corn then two soybeans, then an­ 
other grain of com and so on “ad in­ 
finitum”. 
Some set the 
planter 
to 
sow a larger proportion of beans, but 
most of the farmers think the two to 
one ratio is about right. 
“We do not have a blue strain, tho’ 
they sometimes take on that tinge 
when allowed to weather a long time 
in the field before harvesting. 
I am 
sure that the Mammoth Brown 
va­ 
riety is the one you refer to since it 
matures about ten days ahead of the 
Mammoth Yellow. You will note that 
this variety does -not pop out as do 
the Mammoth Yellow, but remain in 
the hull. They are very resistant to 
rotting. 
You will note that almost 
every pod has two beans in it 
Re­ 
cently we counted the pods on a good 
stalk, but not a prize-taking one. It 
had 549 pods or 1098 beans. 
We al­ 
so counted the grains on an average 
ear of corn. It had 857 
grains. 
So 
you see, counting a bean equal to a 
grain of corn which is about right for 
this variety, a stalk made as much 
feed or more than a com stalk. 
“We do not think soybeans cut the 
corn yield appreciable, when used in 
the above proportions. 
I have made 
many 
observations 
and 
counts on 
this point, and I think whatever dam­ 
age they do to a com crop is negli­ 
gible and is at least ten times offset 
the beans. The farmers here are al! 
by the increase of feed per acre from 
of the same opinion as I am on this 
point. 
“We grow' hogs very cheaply on 
these beans after the com is gather­ 
ed in the Fall. They get a little dock, 
if any, on the market. We find that 
a good mineral given along with them 
helps keep the hogs in better condi­ 
tion.

ter the third year because of influx 
of grass and weeds. The practice fol­ 
lowed by Mr. Johnson should enable 
most fields to hold for five years or 
longer with a larger production of 
grass free hay, worth more money, 
during the life of the field.

CORN BORER DOE 
HERE IN TEN YEARS 


The corn borer 
is 
the 
greatest 
menace that has ever confronted any 
agricultural region in hte world, as­ 
serts Leonard Haseman of the Mis­ 
souri 
College 
of 
Agriculture 
at 
Farmers’ Week. 
Some have claim­ 
ed that it will eventually 
prove 
a 
blessing in disguise but with 
two 
corn growing counties in the province 
of Ontario 
completely 
abandoning 
corn due to the pest and with it ad­ 
vancing on the corn belt at an aver­ 
age of 30 miles each year, it is dif­ 
ficult to understand how it is to be a 
blessing to the farmers of Missouri. 
It is known to be present on the 
east shore of Lake Michigan, and the 
line of infestation runs south curv­ 
ing to the east across Indiana 
and 
Southern Ohio. If the pest advances 
thirty miles each year and no sudden 
westward spread due to commerce oc­ 
curs it will be at least ten years be­ 
fore the pest reaches Missouri. 
We 
hace begun to feel easier about the 
danger of floods carrying the 
pest 
down the Ohio river 
to 
Southeast 
Missouri. 
If floods do not bring it 
to Southeast Missouri suddenly 
we 
may expect it to reach Northeast 
Missouri due to the annual flights of 
the moth westward across Illinois. 
At the present time, the pest 
is 
still too far off for Missouri 
com 
growers 
to 
begin 
making radical 
changes in their farming practices. 
However, they should keep in touch 
with the advance of the pest and the 
farm practices used in fighting it so 
that as 
it 
approaches 
our 
State 
they will be familiar with and ready 
to adopt any necessary changes 
in 
order to better control the pest when 
it reaches us. 
The best and most practical remed­ 
ies are clean fanning with the elimi­ 
nation of infested corn satlks 
and 
stubble by plowing, burning, shred­ 
ding or their use as 
ensilage, 
the 
planting of the com as late as pos­ 
sible and yet have the crop mature, 
the use of quick maturing com and 
the greater use of crops such as soy­ 
beans as substitutes for part of the 
corn 
acreage.

these farm practices is helping but 
when the pest eventually reaches the 
large com acreage we may find that 
sntirely different practices must be 
used. 
Whatever is done we must be 
able to control the pest without ma­ 
terially increasing the cost of 
pro­ 
duction or else the cost 
must 
be 
taken care of by a higher price re­ 
ceived for the crop.

The Missouri Pacific planned about 
8814,000 in capital 
expenditure, 
in 
completing the connection into Cap«1 
Girardeau and the opposition of the 
Frisco line was based on the conten­ 
tion that this was an unnecessary du­ 
plication of railroad facilities. 
“Sentiment on the part 
of 
resi­ 
dents of Capo Girardeau for favor­ 
able action upon the Missouri Pa­ 
cific application is unanimous“, the 
commission said. “It is alleged to be 
the only city of its size in the State 
having service of only one railroad.

Marvin Guin, Vocational Agricul­ 
tural teacher at Morehouse has pre­ 
pared the following summary of in­ 
structions for feeding dairy cows: 
While breeding is of great import­ 
ance in increasing the production of 
the Missouri dairy cow, it is the opin­ 
ion of the author that more cows fail 
to pay a reasonable profit because of 
being poor Individuals. 
The liberal, 
yet wise, use of more of our 
home 
grown dairy feeds will reduce 
the 
cost of milk and result in a better 
balanced system of farming. 
Dairymen who are depending 
on 
the sale of butterfat for the market 
should have most of their cows bred 
to freshen in the fall for the follow­ 
ing reason*: 
Butterfat brings 
the 
highest price 
during 
the 
winter 
months, it can 
be 
delivered to 
a 
creamery in better condition, and at 
less expense, and it gives the farm­ 
er profitable employment at a season 
of the year when farm work is slack 
Furthermore, cowa will produce 
at 
least 10 per cent more milk and but­ 
terfat because the 
spring 
grass 
stimulates milk flow. 
All calves are 
ready to utilize the spring pasture 
and can be raised at less expense. 
Feed one pound of grain mixture 
for each two and a half to 
three 
pounds of milk and two pounds of 
hay for 
each 
100 
pounds of live 
weight of the cow daily. If silage is 
available feed three pounds of silage 
and one pound of hay for each 
100 
pounds of live weight. 
Winter Feeding Rations

How to fail in dairying: 
Use only scrub cows, breed

cows, these calves are not worth rais­ 
ing anyway; do not provide any pas­ 
ture for your 
cows, 
buy 
all your 
grain mixture, preferably ready mix­ 
ed; buy all your roughage, use insuf­ 
ficient labor to feed and milk 
your 
cows, do not keep any records, they 
might discourage you; 
turn 
your 
cows out, winter and summer, without 
shelter; allow your cows to rustle for 
a living all winter and freshen in the 
spring in thin condition. 
How to succeed 
in dairying—Use 
cows of good dairy conformation and 
breeding, use 
purebred bulls with 
high-producing ancestors, raise heif­ 
er calves from your best producing 
cows, provide good pastures for your 
cows, grow* as much of your grain as 
is possible on the farm, grow suffici­ 
ent hay and silage 
to 
supply your 
herd’s needs, give the herd your in­ 
dividual attention, 
particularly 
in 
feeding the cows 
and 
seeing that 
they are properly milked; check 
up 
on your cows by weighing the milk 
and for butterfat. 
This is the only 
way to weed out unprofitable cows; 
provide 
shade in 
summer 
and

cheap shelter in winter, see that your 
cows are in good condition at calv­ 
ing time.

Several weeks 
ago 
the question 
was raised regarding 
the 
possible 
souring effect of plowing under green 
soybeans or cowpeas 
in 
preparing 
land for succeeding crops. 
It 
has 
been the contention of a number of 
our good farmers that the 
practice 
tended to sour ground and was there­ 
fore injurious. 
The writer takes this occasion to 
throw a little more light on the sub­ 
ject in the hope that a definite con­ 
clusion can be reached in the course 
of further discussion. 
According to Ide P. Trotter, Soils 
and Crops Extension Specialist, Mis­ 
souri College 
of 
Agriculture, 
the 
following quotation taken from a re­ 
cent letter explains his position 
in 
the matter. 
“It is necessary for 
a 
period of two weeks or more to elapse 
between the time a green cover crop 
is turned under and the time when 
the soluble nitrate supply is available 
for the following crop. 
During the 
process 
of decomposition, 
soil bac­ 
teria use all of the available nitro­ 
gen and do not release it as nitrate 
until the decomposition is fairly com­ 
plete. The delayed action in furnish­ 
ing plant food to 
succeeding crops 
makes it appear that injurious action 
upon the soil has resulted from plow­ 
ing under green material”. 
The Mississippi Agricultural 
Ex­ 
periment Station reports in bulletin 
No. 227 that every ton of soybean hay 
adds approximately 50 pounds of ni­ 
trogen to the soil and that theoreti­ 
cally a two-ton crop of soybeans 
turned under is worth more than 1,- 
000 pounds of nitrate of soda. Where 
soybeans were planted in cdm 
and 
the crop pastured off with the resi­ 
due plowed under, the 
increase 
in 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
the 
following year was 732 or 48.8 
cent above the 
yield of cotton 
ground which was in corn alone 
preceeding year. 
The 
Mississippi 
Station says further that the effect 
of a good soybean crop plowed under 
will last from 3 to 5 years. 
More will be said on the question 
of plowing under soybean or cowpeas 
in later issues of this paper. 
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As a result of correspondence with 
C. 
R. Talbert, 
County 
Extension 
Agent of Dunklin 
County, 
County 
Agent Teal herewith presents verba 
tim extracts of information received 
regarding 
the 
use 
of 
Mammoth 
Brown soybean in the section around 
Kennett 
Mr. Talbert says in part: 
“Our farmers here nearly all drill the 
mammoth soybean with corn. 
They 
use two-row corn planters with both 
bean and corn hoppers. 
The planter 
is so regulated that it drops a grain 
of corn then two soybeans, then an­ 
other grain of corn and so on “ad in­ 
finitum”. 
Some set the 
planter to 
sow a larger proportion of beans, but 
most of the farmers think the two to 
one ratio is about right 
“We do not have a blue strain, tho’ 
they sometimes take on that tinge 
when allowed to weather a long time 
in the field before harvesting. I am 
sure that the Mammoth Brown 
va­ 
riety is the one you refer to since it 
matures about ten days ahead of the 
Mammoth Yellow. You will note that 
this variety does -not pop out as do 
the Mammoth Yellow, but remain in 
the hull. They are very resistant to 
rotting. 
You will note that almost 
every pod has two beans in it 
Re­ 
cently we counted the pods on a good 
stalk, but not a prize-taking one. It 
had 549 pods or 1098 beans. 
We al­ 
so counted the grains on an average 
ear of corn. It had 857 
grains. 
So 
you see, counting a bean equal to a 
grain of corn which is about right for 
this variety, a stalk made as much 
feed or more than a corn stalk. 
“We do not think soybeans cut the 
corn yield appreciable, when used in 
the above proportions. 
I have made 
many 
observations 
and 
counts on 
this point, and I think whatever dam­ 
age they do to a com crop is negli­ 
gible and is at least ten times offset 
the beans. The farmers here are al! 
by the increase of feed per acre from 
of the same opinion as I am on this 
point. 
“We grow hogs very cheaply on 
these beans after the corn is gather­ 
ed in the Fall. They get a little dock, 
if any, on the m arket We find that 
a good mineral given along with them 
helps keep the hogs in better condi­ 
tion.

Mr. Talbert closes his lettei with 
the remark that farmers of Dunklin 
County save seed of the 
Mammoth 
Brown variety and that any quantity 
desired can be secured by making ar­ 
rangements in time 
Assuming that the record of the va­ 
riety will prove just as satisfactory 
in Mississippi County com field as in 
Dunklin County, it is safe to predict, 
says County Agent Teal, a much larg­ 
er use of Mammoth Brown soybeans 
in the next two or three years than 
has been the custom in the past. To 
the writer’s knowledge, Lee 
Presson 
of East Prairie is the only farmer in 
the County growing Mammoth fcrown 
beans this year. 


That it pays to harrow the alfalfa 


field as often as twice during the sea­ 
son; has been an established fact in 
the mind of Ed Johnson, who lives s 
short distance east of East 
Prairie. 
Mr. Johnson says it has been his hab­ 
it to go into an alfalfa field immed­ 
iately aftre the first and second cut- 
tnigs, with a disk harrow, operating 
it in one direction and then crossing 
in the other direction with a spike 
tooth harrow. 
He says this cultiva­ 
tion not only produces more vigorous 
growth, but is of greater importance 
in holding 
down 
crab 
grass 
and 
weeds. 


Many alfalfa growers 
have been 
compelled to plow up their fields af­ 
ter the third year because of influx 
of grass and weeds. The practice fol­ 
lowed by Mr. Johnson should enable 
most fields to hold for five years or 
longer with a larger production of 
grass free hay, worth more money, 
during the life of the field.

A 
T THE beglnntng of the year 1S00 
the state of the mining Industry 
la Nevada had so far declined aa to 
appear but a feeble and flickering re­ 
minder of past splendor. The ontpot 
of tbo great Comstock lode, which In 
40 years had yielded about $400,000,- 
000 In gold and silver, bad dwindled 
In 1800 to tbo relatively paltry turn of 
$171,677.00. and tha whole state In 
that year produced only $3,740,700. 
nearly half of this coming from one 
county In which the Delamar mine 
was the only large producer. 
With the year 1900, however, there 
were signs that some of tha older 
camps were preparing to shako off 
their dusty lethargy, and before the 
year was over strikes had been made 
that promised to bring back the gloii- 
, cos bonanza days. 
This one event 
: transformed a gradnnl resuscitation of 
mining, which would have come as 
; the accompaniment of great national 
prosperity in all branches of Industry, 
| into a movement almost explosive In 
energy and suddenness. This was *ie 
| discovery by James L. Butler of the 
Tonopah deposits, resulting ultimate­ 
ly In tha mushroom growth of such 
camps as Goldfleld, Bullfrog, Manhat­ 
tan, Wonder and Falrview, all with 
in n few months of each other. 
In 1001 ore to the valne of $570,145 
was shipped from the Tonopah dis­ 
trict, and prospectors were not slow 
In acting upon this demonstration 
that the state of Nevada, hecanse of 
Its nnpromlsing desert conditions, had 
been very Inadequately prospected. 
From Tonopah 
prospector* 
scat­ 
tered over the Nevada desert, and us 
tha size and richness of tha new 
bonanzas became known the number 
of explorers Increased. Many of these, 
as well as prospectors of an earlier 
generation, must have walked over 
the low hills which Me east of Monte­ 
zuma Peak, 24 mile* south of Tono­ 
pah. They could scarcely have failed 
to notice the dark outcrops which 
occur In great numbers on these bills, 
and some of them, at least must hava 
guessed the connection of those with 
rich ore deposits. 
How gold ore of such unprecedent­ 
ed richness as was to be discovered in 
the later strikes escaped detection 
when work was In progress at tha old 
camps of Lida. Montezuma and Silver 
Peak la difficult to comprehend. The 
ore lay close to tha surface In n re­ 
gion of obvious volcanic and chemical 
activity, and hundreds of experienced 
prospectors and miners bad walked 
over tha ground. 
The explanation given by the United 
States geological survey la that early 
prospectors were looking for quarts 
velna of the normal type, and particu­ 
larly for silver-bearing veins. 
They

parts of some of these curious out- 
cropi and rusty 
"blowout,"

nothing of value, and decided that It 
waa not worth while to continue their 
explorations.

COIN BORER DUE 
HERE IN TEN YEARS 


The corn borer 
is 
tH 
greatest 
menace th at has ever confronted any 
agricultural region In hte world, as­ 
serts Leonard Haseman of the Mis­ 
souri 
College 
of 
Agriculture 
at 
Farm ers' Week. 
Some have claim­ 
ed that it will eventually 
prove 
a 
blessing in disguise but with 
two 
corn growing counties in the province 
of Ontario 
completely 
abandoning 
corn due to the pest and with it ad­ 
vancing on the corn belt at an aver­ 
age of 30 miles each year, it is dif­ 
ficult to understand how it is to be a 
blessing to the farmers of Missouri. 
It is known to be present on 
the 
east shore of Lake Michigan, and the 
line of infestation runs south curv­ 
ing to the east across Indiana 
and 
Southern Ohio. 
If the pest advances 
thirty miles each year and no sudden 
westward spread due to commerce oc- . 
cur* it will be a t least ten years be-; 
fore the peat reaches Missouri. 
We 
hace begun to feel easier about the 
danger of floods carrying the 
pest 
down the Ohio river 
to 
Southeast 
Missouri. 
If floods do not bring it 
to Southeast Missouri suddenly 
we 
may expect 
it 
to reach Northeast 
Missouri due to the annual flights of 
the moth westward across Illinois. 
At the present time, the pest 
la 
still too far off for 
Missouri 
com 
growers 
to 
begin 
making radical 
changes in their farming practices. 
However, they should keep in touch 
with the advance of the pest and the 
farm practices used in fighting it so 
that as 
it 
approaches 
our 
State 
they will be familiar with and ready 
to adopt any necessary changes 
in 
order to better control the peat when 
it reaches ua. 
The best and most practical remed­ 
ies are clean fanning with the elimi­ 
nation of infested com satlks 
and 
stubble by plowing, burning, shred­ 
ding or their uae as 
ensilage, 
the 
planting of the com as late as pos­ 
sible and yet have the crop mature, 
the use of quick maturing com and 
the greater use of crops such aa soy­ 
beans as substitutes for part of the 
com 
acreage. 
A 
combination 
of 
these farm practices is helping but 
when the pest eventually reaches the 
large com acreage we may find that 
entirely different practices must be 
used. 
W hatever is done we must be 
able to control the pest without m a­ 
terially increasing the cost of

Millions of dollars have been pour­ 
ed Into protective measures since the 
last great flood, and army engineers, 
taknig stock of progress made in the 
last year, report that probably all of 
ths $24,000,000 
made

by 
Congressional appropriation for the 
now program probably will have been 
spsnt or obligated by next June. 
The engineers’ 
battle

fight as carefully 
charted as any armed conflict for 30 
ysars it has been carried on, but
